Applicant argues that Freemantle does not disclose "a variety of applications" as alleged by the examiner. Freemantie clearly 
discloses the advantages of using ionic liquids for a variety of reasons. Clearly, one can insinuate from reading the article as a whole tha 
Freemante teaches that ionic liquids can be used in a variety of applications because of the advantages stated by Freemantle. While 
Freemantle may not disclose specific applications, these specific applications have not been alleged by the examiner. Clearly, the 
beneficial properties disclosed by Freemantle would suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the 
Admitted prior art so as to include an ionic liquid source. Furthermore, the adavantages disclosed by Freemantle are the same 
advantages disclosed by applicant. For these reasons, the rejections under 35 (JSC 103 are maintained.. 
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
